WASHINGTON, June 27—Rob- 

ert Grant, United States marshal 
for the southern district of IIli- 
nois, was summarily fired today 
by President Truman for alleged 
“irregularities.” 
The dismissal was on the rec- 
ommendation of Attorney General 
James P. McGranery who said he 
had acted after receiving a report 
he had recently-ordered from the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The Attorney General said he 
was ordering the FBI to make a 
full investigation of the case, “It 
looks to me as if Mr. Grant was 
involved in something that, to say 
the least, would be irregular,” he 
told reporters. 

When asked by the Post-Dis- 
patch if the firing had anything 
to do with Grant’s dealings with 
Robert L. Knetzer, bankrupt Ed- 
wardsville (Ill.) automobile dealer, 
who escaped from jail recently, 


McGranery replied: “If you say 
that, you will not be far off.” 


Grant has been under fire re- 
cently from United States District 
Judge Charles G. Briggle for fail- 
ure to follow the judge’s instruc- 
tions to keep Knetzer in constant 
custody during authorized fund- 
raising trips from jail. He was not 
in Grant’s charge, however, when 
he walked out of jail last week 
with the aid of a bogus United 
States deputy marshal.

The Senate voted to 
keep price control- in operation 
for another eight months. 

Revamping of Wage Board. 

The House voted 256 to 138 to 
abolish the present labor-public- 
management Wage Stabilization 
Board, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, and replace it with a board 
made up only of public members, 
who could not take office with- 
out Senate confirmation. Even

WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP) 
—Latest available figures on. the 
popular vote in Republican presi- 
dential primaries show Senator 
Robert A. Taft polled an aggregate 
of 2,785,990 votes in 12 states 
against 2,115,430 for Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in nine states. 

The figures, compiled today by 
the Associated Press, are complete 
and official in all states except 
Ohio, where the figure is com- 
plete but unofficial. They cover 
all states where the voters had an 
opportunity to express a pref- 
erence for the presidential nomi- 
nation either directly or indirectly. 


Of the 12 states in which Taft 
recieved popular votes, he was 
entered by name or represented 
by a slate of delegates in seven 
and received write-in votes in five. 
Eisenhower was entered direct- 
ly or through delegates in five 
and received write-ins in four. 
Eisenhower was not entered in 
Wisconsin or West Virginia and 
write-ins were not allowed in 
either state. 

Neither did he enter Taft’s 
home state primary in Ohio, 
where there was no direct prefer- 
ence _vote. The vote for Taft 
there—accounting for almost one- 
fourth of his total—was recorded 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., June

DONNELLY. SAYS 


Former Governor Takes 
Fight Against St. Louis 
Machine Into Welch 


Territory.

MARYVILLE, Mo., June 27— 
Leaders of the “ruthless” Cal- 
lanan-Shenker-Hogan Democratic 
machine in St. Louis will not be 
satisfied until they are in com- 
plete control of Missouri's state 
government, former Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly charged here last night. 


Invading the home district of 
United States Representative Phil 
J. Welch of St. Joseph, his op- 
ponent for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor, Donnelly re- 
sumed his attack on the Callanan 
forces which are vigorously sup- 
porting his primary rival. 
By carrying his fight against 
the St. Louis organization into 
this northwest Missouri Welch 
territory, the former :}Governor 
hit back at Welch, who has been 
hammering away at Donnelly here 
as the hand-picked ‘candidate of 
James Pendergast,; Kansas City 
Democratic factional ‘leader. 

Points to Record, 
Donnelly has pointed. out -that 
he was supported by Pendergast 
when he was elected Governor in 
1944, and that his record as chief 
executive proved he was not con- 
trolled by any individual or 
group. 
Speaking before a_ capacity 
crowd in the circuit court room 
of Nodaway county. courthouse, 
Donnelly repeated his charge 
that the St. Louis faction headed 
by Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan 
hopes to gain control of the new 
St. Louis Police Board and elect 
a new governor. 
“They intend to do this by 
electing as the next Governor a 
man of their own choosing and 
one to whom they can dictate,” 
he said. 
Donnelly, emphasizing the dan- 
ger of “boss rule” to his rural 
listeners, declared that domina- 
tion of the St. Louis and Kansas 
City Police Boards would threat- 
en the security and the welfare of 
the entire state. 

No Promises Made. 
The former Governor said he 
had made no promises or com- 
mitments to any person or group 
to obtain political support in his 
campaign for a second term. His 
only promise, he gaid, ‘is to the 
people, and.that is to appoint 
only persons of the highest charac- 
and integrity to public office. 
Donnelly also answered charges 
by Welch that he failed to consult 
party leaders in filling state jobs 
as Governor. 
“If I am again elected Gov- 
ernor,” the Lebanon attorney as- 
serted, “there will be no deputy 
governors. No one will speak for 
me or make decisions for me in 
matters arising out of. the duties 
and powers imposed on-the Gov- 
ernor. 
“Of course, I shall. welcome 
the advice and counsel of leaders 
in all walks of life. I shall seek 
such valuable help but I shall 
always feel bound by my oath of 
office to make all final decisions.” 

Proposal on Pensions. 
In his talk, Donnelly proposed 
a re-examination of the needs of 
Missouri’s old age pensioners, 
dependent children, the blind and 
needy. He said he thought their 
monthly assistance checks should 
be increased to meet. today’s 
higher living costs. 
This is Donnelly’s first cam- 
paign trip in the Third Congres- 
sional District, which Welch now 
represents in Congress. He was 
in St. Joseph today. 
Democratic leaders in the dis- 
trict expect Welch to run ahead 
of Donnelly in this section. The 
former Governor has many strong 
supporters here, however, and is 
not likely to run too far behind 
his opponent in this area.

Malik Bows Out as U.N. Council . 


Head, Germ War Charge Fails a 


His Proposal on 1925 Geneva Treaty Turned 
Down — Russian Says U.S. Follows 
‘Hitler Path.’

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., June 
27 — Russia’s Jacob A.. Malik 
bowed out today as June presi- 
dent of the Security Council, his 
effort to brand the United States 
a user of germ warfare a 10-to-l 
failure. 

Malik’s one-month term as 
head of the Council does not end 
officially until midnight Monday, 
but a recess until next Tuesday 
gave him a “lame duck” status 
for the remaining days of June. 

The Council yesterday rejected 
Russia’s demand for universal 
ratification of the 1925 Geneva 
protocol outlawing gas and germ 
warfare. The vote was Russia’s 
one in favor to 10 abstentions. A 
measure must be approved by 
seven of the 11 Council members 
before adoption. 

Treaty Called Obsolete. 

. By abstaining instead of voting 
against the Russian resolution, 
delegates thus avoided the ap- 
pearance of opposing the high- 
sounding phrases of the treaty, 
which depend for compliance on. 
a “gentlemen’s agreement” among 
nations. The majority contend 
the Geneva protocol is obsolete 
without implementation. The 
United States has never ratified 
the 1925 convention. 

On Tuesday the’ Council will 
come to grips with an agenda 
calling for discussion of a Rus- 
sian proposal to admit to U.N. 
membership all applying ‘nations,

Jericho Probably Oldest City Yet 


Discovered, Archeologist Says| 


Joshua’s Trumpet Apparently Effective, as 
‘No Trace of His Period Is Found—Ruins 
Date to Before 10,000 B.C. 


LONDON, June 27 (AP)—A 
British archeologist said today 
that Jericho, in the Holy Land, 
may be the oldest city of which 
the modern world has so far 
found any evidence. 


Kathleen Kenyon, director of 
the British School of Archeology 
in Jerusalem, said excavations 
have turned up evidence that it 
was a walled city in the Neolithic 
Age, which most archeologists 
agree began in the East before 
10,000 B.C. and continued about 
7000 years. 

This, she added, probably es- 
tablishes Jericho as the oldest 
city yet discovered. 


Joshua apparently did a thor- 
ough job with his trumpet, which 
the Bible says tumbled Jericho's 
walls. Miss Kenyon said ruins 
have been found before and after 
the time ne the prophet—about 1200 


B.C.—but there’s no trace of his 
period, 

“We know the Israelites 
claimed (in the Bible) to have de- 
stroyed the city very thoroughly,” 
Miss Kenyon commented. “It 
may have lain abandoned for a 
very long time. 

Miss Kenyon, who led the ex- 
cavators, said they identified at 
least seven city walls from the 
early Bronze Age, which began 
about 3000 B.C. 

“What we have not found,” she 
commented, “is any trace of the 
late Bronze Age—the period to 
which Joshua must have be- 
longed.” 

Miss Kenyon said the archeolo- 
gists found a quantity of perisha- 
ble objects which somehow had 
been preserved — wooden bowls 
and platters, furniture, fruit such 
as preserved raisins and pome- 
granates, baskets and even the 


remains of a human brain.

Theodore Roosevelt, Hallanan 
helped to elect the first Repub- 
lican Governor of a normally Re- 
publican state in 20 years. 


Hallanan has been the state’s 
national committeeman:for 28 
years—a record of service second 
in length only to that of Perry 
Howard of Mississippi. 

The 62-year-old Hallanan, son 
of a country doctor, is one of the 
nation’s richest men. His money 
came from oil exploration and de- 
velopment. The Plymouth Oil Co., 
which he helped to found in 1923 
discovered the Big Lake field in 
1924, thus opening up all of West 
Texas. Hallanan has been presi- 
dent of the company since its 
founding. He holds directorships 
in several other corporations deal- 
ing with oil production and pipe- 
lines, 

To West Virginians, Hallanan is 
generally known as a Republican 
rather than a business tycoon. He 
served 10 years in appointive state 
jobs—as secretary to former Gov. 
Henry D. Hatfield, and as a Hat- 
field appointee to the state tax 
commission. 

Despite his political prom- 
inence, however, Hallanan has 
held only one elective political 
office other than that of national 
committeeman. He served one 
term in the West Virginia state 
Senate and was defeated for re- 


election.

JOHANNESBURG, June 27 
(AP).—Police have arrested 140 
persons in the non-white cam- 
paign against racial discrimination 
which started yesterday. The dem- 
onstrators are courting arrest to 
arouse South Africa’s 10,000,000 
non-whites to similar tactics and 
flood jails beyond capacity. 

Two leaders were arrested to- 
day—Yussif A. Cachalia, secre- 
tary of the campaign, and Nelson 
Bandela, a Negro who is a mem- 
ber of the executive for the Afri- 
can National Congress. 

Yesterday 103 non-whites, main- 
ly Negroes but including a hand- 
ful of Indians, were arrested for 
breaking racial laws in: Boksburg 
and Johannesburg.

old age and survivors’ insurance 
benefits by $300,000,000 a, year.

the House had passed earlier a 
provision to add about $240,000,- 
000 a year to the amount which 
the Federal Government pays to 
the states for direct assistance to 


the needy aged, dependent chil- 


dren, the blind and the disabled. 
These are persons who were 


never covered by the Social Se- S 


curity insurance system or whose 
payments from it are so small 
thtat they need additional money. 
This program is handled by the 
states, in contrast to the old age 
and survivors’ insurance fund, 
paid for by a tax on payrolls and 
administered by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

As it had passed the House, 
the measure was concerned only 
with the latter program. It 
would increase payments to the 
4,500,000 persons now on the So- 
ciel Security insurance rolls. by 
am average of about $6 a month. 
The increase would be $5 a month 
or 12% per cent, whichever ‘is 
greater. 

Payments for those retiring in 
the future also would be in- 
creased by revision of the bene- 
fit formulas. Thus the maximurf? 
paid to a family in the future 
would be $168.90 a month in- 
stead of $150. “ 

The amendment to increase the 
federal share of direct relief pay- 
ments was sponsored by Demo- 
cratic leader McFarland of Ari- 
zona and 22 of his colleagues. It 
was adopted by voice vote. Final 
Passage also came on voice vote. 

The McFarland amendment 
would boost the federal share of 
old age assistant grants by $5 a 
month. The same increase would 
be made in payments to the blind 
and the totally disabled. A $3 
hike would be made in the de- 
pendent children grants. 

States would be required to pass 
these along to the recipients. 
MeFarland expressed hope the 
states would match the federal 

ereases. . 

‘The average old age assistance 
grant in the nation now is $44.77 
a month. McFarland declared this 
was far below the amount which 
a needy person must have for a 
decent standard of living. 

There now are about 2,685,000 
persons getting the old age assist- 
ance payments. 

The amendment would provide 
increases by revising the formula 
under which the Federal Govern- 
ment now contributes to the pro- 
gram. 

For instance, on old age grants, 
Washington now pays $15 of the 
first $20 and half of the next $30 
per month. Under McFarland’s 
proposal, the federal share would 
be $20 of the first $25 and then 
half of the next $30.

Version of Acheson Remarks. 

Here’s the sum-up of the ac- 
count relating that Acheson made 
no specific apology: 

Acheson agreed that the British 
should have been consulted in ad- 
vance before the bombing raids. 

The United States wanted to 
consult and intended to, but a 
mix-up developed within the Gov- 
ernment .which prevented it. 
However, 't was emphasized that 
Acheson in his remarks said that 
even though the lack of notice 
was an error on the part of Amer- 
ican officials; Britain had no abso- 
lute right to be consulted or in- 
formed in advance of the decision. 

Acheson indicated the United 
States as a matter of courtesy 
wanted to tell the British ahead 
of time because it is a partner in 
the Korean war and in the North 
Atlantic pact. 

He explained that the United 
States decided to blast the power 
plants because the Communists 
had restored them to operation 
after having once dismantled 
them. 

The electricity produced by the 
five power stations, it was said, 
provided most of the power 
needed for Communist airfields 
in North Korea and directed the 
radar which guided enemy fight- 
ers against United Nations planes.

ORCEFUL arguments for creation of a central regional policy-

the Missouri Basin Survey Commission as the view of the state 
administration of Colorado. Three other state administrations have 
backed this plan. 

The commission heard this viewpoint here yesterday from 
Clifford H. Stone, director of the Colorado Water Conservation 
Board, widely known as a specialist in water law and water 
regulation. Stone was presented. as the state’s spokesman by Gov. 
Dan Thornton (Rep.), who said, “It’s our desire work with the 
states that adjoin us,” 

The commission also heard 
strong arguments for a Missouri 


Valley Authority from James G. 
Patton at ‘Denver, president of 
the National Farmers Union, one 
of the big agrarian groups. A 
varying viewpoint was presented 
by Leslie A. Miller, former gov- 
ernor of Wyoming, who was chair- 
man of the Natural Resources 
Task Force of the Hoover Gov- 
ernmental Reorganization Com- 
mission, 

Stone, long one of the leading 
opponents of the valley authority 
idea, related that a legal com- 
mittee, of which he is a member, 
working under the Council of 
State Governments, expects to 
complete next month a draft of a 
proposed interstate compact for 
Missouri basin administration. 
This will be presented to the Mis- 
souri’ River States Committee, 
which represents. the basin gov- 
ernors. 

Concern About Delays. 

Such a compact would have to 
be worked out finally by com- 
pact commissioners from the 10 
basin states and then ratified by 
the legislatures of these states 
and by Congress. Members of the 
Survey Commission expressed 
concern over the time this action 
might take, but Stone, a veteran 
of water compact work, was of 
the opinion it might be accom- 
plished in reasonable time. He 
pointed out that a decade already 
has elapsed in discussion of val- 
ley authorities or- other forms of 
regional management. 

Missouri valley states will not 
be content to have mere advisory 
status in regional administration, 
Stone insisted. He told how the 
compact could give official voice 
to both state and federal govern- 
ments. Detailed operation author- 
ity is not contemplated for the 
compact form of administration, 
as outlined by Stone, but the 


criteria for “integrated operation 
of facilities” and for “develop- 
ment of further comprehensive 
plans.” 

Stone “strongly urged” the 
Survey Commission to give seri- 
ous consideration to the compact 
idea. He said this idea “repre- 
sents current thinking in many 
quarters on the approach which 
should be made for the integra- 


ests with those of the states, and 
for the formulation of policies in 
‘the great undertaking of cutting 
the final pattern of basin-wide 
development.”

How can the 313,000 householders in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county who buy natural gas get the 
best and cheapest service? 

Is it to their advantage for the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp., which brings the gas here 
through its pipeline from the Louisiana and 
Texas fields, to remain separate from the Laclede 
Gas Corp., which buys the gas from Mississippi 
and retails it to these thousands of customers? 

Or would it be to the advantage of Laclede’s 
customers for Laclede to be bought out by Mis- 
sissippi and the two companies to be operated 
under a single control? 

These are questions which the Missouri Public 
Service Commission is responsible for answering 


_ in proceedings now pending before it. 


Laclede has asked the commission to order 
Mississippi to stop buying Laclede stock, divest 
itself of the 248,400 shares it holds; and discon- 
tinue serying industrial customers in Laclede's 
territory. ; 

Mississippi has asked the commission to per- 
mit it to increase its stock holdings in Laclede 
from the present 8.19 per cent to more than 10 
per cent (the percentage at which it. would be- 
come by legal definition a holding company) 
with the intention of acquiring enough to gain 
control of the management. 

The salient reason, in our opinion, why Missis- 
sippi should be forbidden to acquire control of 
Laclede, is that the management of Laclede 
must make decisions of judgment which, if dic- 
tated by Mississippi, could react to the financial 
advantage of Mississippi and the financial dis- 
advantage of Laclede’s 319,000 customers in this 
community. 

' ° . . 

Such a decision of judgment is the decision 
as to how Laclede shall use its own artificial- 
gas plants, and by-product gas obtained from 
other sources, to hold down its maximum con- 
sumption of Mississippi's natural gas on any 
one day during the winter. 

The higher this maximum goes, the more La- 
clede pays Mississippi on every other day of the 
year. The lower it is kept, the less Laclede pays 
Mississippi every other day. 

By letting the maximum run high—as Laclede 
might do if it were not its own boss—Missis- 
sippi’s income could be increased by hundreds 
of thousands of dollars a year. That money 
would have to come eventually out of the pockets 
of Laclede’s customers in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county. 

Another reason, we believe, why Laclede 
should continue operating independently of its 
supplier, is that it is the only company primarily 
responsible for supplying the St. Louis market, 
and with no other market interests which could 
conceivably conflict with the best interests of 
this market. Mississippi supplies other markets 
to which it might or might-not subordinate the 
supplying of the St. Louis market.

Still another reason for our view is that La- 
clede is the only organization with the necessary 
technical staff which can be depended upon to 
object and intervene when Mississippi applies to 
the Federal Power Commission for authority to 
increase the price of natural gas. The St. Louis 
city government has frequently integyened also, 
but it lacks the techni¢al staff necessary to argu- 
ing effectively the technical pros and cons. 

Though operating as independent companies, 
both Laclede and Mississippi can serve St. Louis 
better, it seems plain, by being more co-opera- 
tive with each other. A first requisite to that co- 
operation, we should imaginé, would be for Mias- 
sissippi to give Laclede convincing evidence that 
it has dropped its efforts to take over. The man- 
agement of Laclede understandably regards 
these efforts as hostile, with the result that rela- 
tions between the two companies have become 
those of mistrust and of separate action in mat- 
ters where the good of the service to consumers 
requires joint action. 

The Public Service Commission can bestow a 
further benefit on natural gas consumers of this 
community by pressing both companies to cease 
making facés at each other and work together. 
Only in that way can they provide the efficiency, 
reliability and low cost of service which the 
community has a right to expect. 
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New Jersey Note for Missouri 

New Jersey is about to begin a new point sys- 
tem for motorists. A driver will be given 12 
points for driving while intoxicated, 12 for fatal 
accidents, 8 for leaving the scene of an accident, 
6 for reckless driving, 4 for speeding and so on. 

Any motorist who accumulates 12 points in 
three years will lose his license and his right to 
drive for three years. Then he may get his per- 
mit back, but it will be a red licerise subject to 
quick revocation for cause. 

This is a rough and ready system for letting 
the motorists themselves disprove their right to 
drive. It commends itself to Missouri. For while 
the Legislature recently adopted an improved 
license law, with tests for new drivers, it actual- 
ly weakened existing rules for revoking licenses, 

Traffic safety depends not 86 much on pri- 
mary tests as on how the drivérs drive. Those 
who consistently drive badly should not be al- 
lowed to drive at all. 
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Indignation in London 

Whatever one may think about the advisabili- 
ty of bombing the Yalu river power plants, it 
ought not to be beyond the capacity of Ameri- 
cans to undérstand the reasons for the British 
reaction, 

Time after time, during the past two years, 
the British and other nations backing the Ko- 
rean war have complained that they were being 
by-passed on vital decisions. This has nothing to 
do with leftism. The British complaints today 
are loudest on the Labor side because Labor is 
out of power, but they would probably-be juét 
as loud on the Conservative side if Churehill 
were out instead of in.

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The Vote Against Controls 


Many members of the House who voted to 
destroy price ¢controls must have felt: confident 


that their decision would be reversed by the 


Senate-House conference committee. 

The risks of abandoning the defense against 
an inflationary threat that may still be rénewed 
at any time are so serious that the House surely 
would have hesitated to incur them had- it 
borne the sole responsibility. The Talle amend- 
ment, which in effect would invalidate all price 
ceilings On consumer goods next week, ° gave 
House members a chance ‘to vote against con- 
trols and yet to feel fairly sure that in the end 
the controls authority would be retained—just 
in case. 

The mystery is why so many Congressmen, 
and particularly why so many Republicans, felt 
such a strong impulse to get on record against 
controls. 

If the Republicans had wished to manufacture 
an issue for their opponents next November, 
they could not have done it better. 

Whether a new inflationary spiral takes place 
or not, the G.O.P. is now gn record as having 
voted 154 to 40 to take the brakes off the spiral, 
while the Democrats voted*141 to 56 to keep 
them on. iar ; 

That is the kind of record whith makes fine 
material for Democratic orators speaking before 
labor and consumer audiences in the ‘big cities 
where the next election will probably be decid- 
ed.- Why do the Republicans insist so stubborn- 
ly upon playing into the hands of their op- 
ponents? 

Memories are short, but a great many consum- 
ers can still remember that after the Republi- 
cans riddled price ‘controls in 1946 prices shot 
up and the fat was in the fire. And in 1952 
many more customers will be voting than in 
1946. 

Politics aside, it would be an irresponsible act 
if Congress, in the midst of a defense emer- 
gency, finally accepted the riddled version of the 
controls bill passed by the House. The nation 
looks to the Senate oonferees to stand firm for 
a bill that will retain the essential authority to 
fight inflation if need be. 
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Finis on the Cicero Riot 

United States District Judge Walter J. LaBuy 
has fined the Cicero police chief and two police- 
men a total of $2500. These fines are not nearly 
as important as the nature of the case. For the 
officers were convicted of denying the civil 
rights of a Negro family which tried to move 
into an apartment house last July. 

A violent mob wrecked the apartment, kept 
the family out, and destroyed the furniture. Yet 
Cicero authorities and a local grand jury tried 
to imply that the family was the cause of the 
riot and not the rioters or the police who failed 
in their duty to the law. 

The “long arm of Uncle Sam” is an old ex- 
pression which describes the stretch of federal 
law, when local law enforcement goes wrong. 
That arm has now been forcefully extended 
across the field of individual liberty, and into 
Cicéro. ' 
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Let the People Say 


The Senate Rules Committee has approved 
the Douglas bill to encourage presidential pri- 
mariés in all states. If it is too late to adopt 
Senator Douglas’ excellent plan in time_to af- 
fect this year’s elections, still the measure Car- 
ries an important principle for the future. 

This principle is that the people should have 
the fullest choice of Presidents. The presidency 
ig the one federal office filled By vote of all 
the people, yet the voters have only a fractional 
choice in the matter. That is, they choose be- 
tween the two major candidates, but they do 
not choose the candidates. The party bosses do 
that. 

Only a third of the states now give the voters 
any kind of choice on convention delegates who 
nominate the presidential candidates. Missouri 
and 31 other states have no form of presidential 
preference primary whatsoever, 


The Douglas bill would not require such pri-. 


maries. But it would permit federal financial aid 
to encourage states to hold these elections. The 
bill would not force changes in the present sys- 
tems of choosing delegates, but it would allow 
a showing of popular sentiment on the men the 
delegates might nominate. 

The parties and party bosses ought to be told 
how.the country feels about the men seeking its 
most importaft office. How can a presidential 
election be truly democratic when the candidates 
are chosen ‘with more referencé to smoke-filled 
rooms than to the popular will? 
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What About Frauds? 

While the Missouri Supreme Court fs ¢onsid- 
ering a referéndum on ‘congressional redistrict- 
ing, the court is not considering evidehce of 
fraud on the referendum petitions. Nobody 
asked it-to do so. 

The court will decide whether Missour! should 
elect its Congressmen from 11 districts gerry- 
mandered by the Democrats, or hold the refer- 
endum sought by the Republicans and elect the

In order to speed a decision, lawyers for both 
sidés agreed to limit the isst#e largely to whether 
the Republicans still have more time to get sig- 
natures on their referendum petitions.

The evidence of fraud ought to be tracked 
down in court.

Suppose the Republicans were to start 
competing with the Democrats in the field 
of social welfare up from the local com- 
munities and in the states rather than 
down from Washington. 

If such a thing happened, it might make 
quite a difference in the American politi- 
cal picture. Perhaps a lot of voters would 
decide that local welfate is more in the 
American tradition than federal welfare. 

Nationally, Republicans are a long way 
from making any such project a major 
plank in their politi- 
cal platforms. But in 
Kansas, Republican 
leaders are backing 
an ambitious experi- 
ment in the field of 
medicine —s they 
think may be the an- 
swer to the Truman 
drive for federally 
socialized medicine. 

The important 
thing about it is that 
if Kansas Republi- 
cans promote a suc- 
cessful alternative to 
socialized medicine, Dwight D. Eisenh 
they can use the wight D. Eisenhower 
same formula in other field¢ of social wel- 
fare. That the experiment is in the field 
of medicine is incidental. The im 
thing is that Kansas Republicans have de- 
cided they can’t beat the welfare state 
with anything less than another form of 
welfare, and have started looking around 
for a bettér one. 

What has happened in Kansas fs largely 
accidental. It was not-something the Re- 
publicafis planned, but something the Re 
publicans embraced, and with enthusiasm. 

It started when a Kansafi, Franklifi D, 
Murphy; was appointed dean of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas Medical School on July 
1, 1948 (and is now Chancellor). The néew 
dean had ideas. One of them was to im- 
prove and enlarge his school, Another was 
to halt and reverse the migration of doc- 
tors from rural communities to the cities. 
By December of 1948 Dr. Murphy had 
worked his ideas into a “Kansas Plan” 
and published them in the Kansas Govern- 
ment Journal, 

The plan was in three parts. First, there 
would enlargement of the state medi- 
cal school. Second, there would be a cam- 
paign to induce local communities to om 
ganize community clinics at community 
expense and thus offer to young and pefi- 
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niless doctors the means of setting up 
shop. Third, there would be periodic re- 
fresher courses at the university. 

In January, 1949, within a month after 
the plan had been published, the Republi- 
can State Legislature adopted the plan by 
overwhelming vote. That included an ap- 
propriation of $4,500,000 to the state medi- 


cal school. Since then two small Kansas 


communities —~ McLouth and Mankato — 
have financed and set up community clin- 
ics. Several others are reported getting 
their campaigns under way. 

Cynics and political opponents tend to 
dismiss the whole thing as little more than 
an able device for obtaining an extra ap- 
propriation for the state university. They 
doubt particularly the likelihood of many 
small communities going through with the 
clinics. Republicans are charged with 
merely climbing aboard a bright idea 
thought up by someone else. 

It remains to be seen, of course, wheth- 
er the Kansas plan will become so success- 


._ ful and so generally popular that it will 


take the wind out of the Truman Admin- 
istration’s federal health sails. 

And, of course, there is little comfort 
in possible Republican sponsorship of such 
a formula for those who are looking for 
tax relief instead of a substitute for fed- 
eral welfare. Local welfare can cost just 
as much as federalsometimes more. 

But from the point of view of politics 
this. Kansas plan could be dynamite. The 
essence of it is the idea of community re- 
sponsibility as opposed to federal uniform- 
ity. There is political appeal in local initia- 
tive and local responsibility. It makes for 
more flexibility. It can more accurately 
fit the differing, needs of differing com- 
munitiés. 

There could be more leeway for those 
groups which do not rely on medicine. And 
it might at least halt the steady drift of 
power from the states to Washington. 

Republi¢ans have not done noticeably 
well at the polls when their rallying cry 
was opposition to the welfare state. They 
might do better were they to sponsor 
community welfare as opposed to federal 
welfare. Republican leaders think 
they have something with real vote appeal. 
They are using it to try to keep the Demo- 
crats away from their Kansas«door. If it

BARBARIANS IN OUR MIDST, by Virgil W. Petersen. 
(Little, Brown & Co., 348 pgs., $4.50) 
- The average peaceful American who 
reads Virgil Peterson's “Barbarians in Our 
Midst” will be horrified, angry and fasci- 
nated.

WARNS SCIENCE CAN'T 
OPEN SECRETS OF SOUL 


Chancellor Compton Points 
Out Need to Develop Pow- 
ers of Human Spirit. 


‘ 

Mankind’s progress in unlock- 
ing the secrets of the physical 
world in the last 50 years has re- 
vealed all the more clearly that 
science is “essentially incapable 
of opening to man a knowledge 
of his inmost soul,” Chancellor 
Arthur H. Compton of Washing- 
ton University said today. 

In an address to summer stu- 
dents, , Compton declared that 
science has now made possible‘ 
the vision of ae world in which 
poverty and premature death are 


rare, and in which it will be rea- 
sonable to expect there will be 


opportunity for the worthy growth | ° 


of all people. 

At the same time, he warned, 
science by its very success “has 
tended to make us forget the fact 
that the prime essential for the 
healthy growth of man is the 
virile development. of certain 
powers of the human spirit.” 

Much of Compton’s address 
was devoted to the thesis that 
man’s awareness, thoughts and 
emotions are not revealed by 
science. Fifty years ago, he said, 
the physicist thought every hu- 
man action was governed by 
physical law and could not, with 


consistency, admit that such a/- 


moral responsibility 


thing as 
existed. 

“Physics now recognizes the 
possibility of. human freedom,” 
Compton said. “This development 
is of no small significance in this 
day of conflict between the au- 
thoritarian and the free world. 
It is no accident that in Com- 
munist Russia the physical prin- 
ciple of uncertainty, on which this 
change from physical determin- 
ism depends, is rejected as incon- 
sistent with the principles of 
Marxian materialism.” 

Compton pointed out that such 
complex mechanical devices as 
the automatic anti-aircraft gun 
control perform many functions 
of a thinking organism but fall 
short in that they are not aware, 
or conscious, of what is going on. 

“The understanding of truth, 
the appreciation of beauty, sym- 
pathy with those who suffer and 
aspire and love, such are the 
things that give life its meaning,” 
Compton said. “And of these 
science knows nothing.” 

Compton told his audience that 
the improvement of living condi- 
tions that technical progress has 
placed within man’s grasp will not 
come automatically, but must be 
brought into being by intelligent 
effort.’ About 1725 persons are 
enrolled in summer schools at the 
university. '

Lee M. Duggan, Mayor of Rich- 
mond Heights, expressed the opin- 
ion that inadequate service rather 
than high~fares constituted the 
chief source of complaint. Most of 
the session, held in the board 
room of the Bank of St. Louis, 
dealt with an outline of the pur- 
poses of the Mayor’s committee.

BIRTHPLACE MADE

TUSCUMBIA, Ala., June 27 (UP)

Miss Keller is 72 years old today. 

Several thousand visitors joined 
most of Tuscumbia’s nearly 6000 
townspeople to parade in honor 
of the woman whose victory over 
handicaps made her name a syno- 
nym for courage.

The CIA is, inciden- 
tally, required by law to leave 
internal security to the FBI, which 
has sole responsibility. 


Victim of a Plan? 


Supposedly, the action against 
Lattimore was a routine one taken 
on a fairly low level. But since 
his name has been so much in 
the news, word of the action was 
bound to leak. In this fashion, 
serious harm has been done to 
a private citizen already sub- 
jected to a prolonged trial and 
Senate inquisition. 

At times Lattimore has seemed 
to be the victim of a plan calcu- 
lated to bring about his destruc- 
tion. Director of the Walter Hines 
Page School of International Re- 
lations at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity in Baltimore, he is an ex- 
pert on the Far East, specializing 
in Mongolia, Sinkiang and other 
little-known parts of Asia. Ev- 
erything he has written has been 
combed over by the McCarran 
committee in an effort to show a 
bias motivated by pro-Commu- 


sm. 

Now Lattimore’s views may 
have been muddled, woolly, naive.

Unfortunately, among us are 
some who seem to have accepted 
the same doctrine.

When 
the matter of the passport “watch 
list’ came to light, Professor 
Lattimore, in denying he con- 
templated any trip, said that he 
had considered an offer to go to 
the ‘University of New Dethi in 
India to lecture there for a year. 
That offer came a year ago, 
prompted, it is understood, by 
Prime Minister Nehru, who has 
a high regard for Lattimore’s 
knowledge. 


Echo in India. 


Recently, tentative overtures 
were made to Nehru, suggesting 
that he, along with other Asian 
neutrals, might be willing to ar- 
bitrate the prisoner repatriation 
on which the Korean truce nego- 
tiations have been stuck. There 
have been hints from New Delhi 
that the Indian Prime Minister 
might be willing to undertake 
such an assignment. 

This latest demonstration of 
the United States’ panicky fears, 
its arbitrary action against a 
scholar, is not likely to induce 
Nehru to attempt such a diffi- 
cult arbitration. 

One of the good reasons for 
the President’s veto of the Mc- 
Carran-Walter immigration bill 
was that it gave more erbitrary 
power to the bureaucrat by ex- 
panding the field of adminis- 
trative law both in the Justice 
and State Departments. Down 
that steep course is the end of 
individual freedom.

Big Top Acts Go Over 


Big on Small Screen

NEW YORK, June 27. 


O your circus performer, television is the great- 

est thing since they invented the big top, ac- 

cording to George A. Hamid, who is in the 
business of booking circus and thrill acts. In fact, 
for the first time in 
a good many genera- 
tions, a circus per- 
former finds himself 
famous. 

“At the Atlantic City 
Steel Pier, where we 
feature the biggest 
names in show busi- 
ness, circus acts at- 
tract almost as many 
autograph seekers as 
the movie stars who 
are featured there,”

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MORE AND MORE of what are called thrill 
acts are being booked on television. Shows like 
*““Toast of the Town” demand that such acts be 
seen for the first time and since there is only 
one first time this is a little rough on the booking 
agent who has to keep digging up new acts. Most 
such acts are European. At first the circus per- 
formers worried that their appearance on TV 
would kill their acts everywhere else. It hasn't 
worked out that way. In fact, the value of most 
circus acts increases in proportion to the number 
of times they have been on television. 

Fairs and amusement parks used to want to 
look over the acrobats before booking them. Now 
they just want to know how many times they’ve 
been on television and where. The minute ap act 
gets on TV, Hamid gets deluged with calls from 
operators of fairs, amusement parks and theaters 
— demands for bookings. Fame is a wonderful 
thing.

HAMID FEELS CONFIDENT that television will 
bring out a whole new crop of native circus per- 
formers, something we've never had much of bee 
fore. “Circus people used to come sclely from 
families that were already circus performers. Now 
American youngsters are being inspired to develop 
their own acts. My own 8-year-old grandson, who 
was always frightened of an elephant’s squeal, per- 
suaded me to give him a baby elephant for a pet 
after he saw Marcia Hunt and her trained baby 
elephant perform on the shew, 

“As you ride through the countryside you can 
see kids training dogs and ponies and swinging 
from home-made trapezes in their backyards. All 
. this inspiration has been due to television. I am 
confident that in 15 years we will no longer have 
to import acts from outside the United States. We 
have a wealth of talent here that TV is developing.” 

x * 

WHAT, HAMID WAS ASKED, are the circus 
acts that are most popular on television? “Animal 
acts. do better than anything else.-As a matter of 
fact, almost any skill act will go over big on TV. 
One thing we have te be careful of are certain 
types of comedy acts which can fall absolutely 
flat and it is very difficult to find out why this 
should be. Strangely enough we find a small un- 
known act will go over bigger with audiences than 
a well-known circus standard act. We play mostly 
to a children’s audience and we try to slant our 
acts to entértain them best.” 

Circus performers will break their necks to make 
a television show. “Last summer we flew out a 
plane load of a dozen roaring lions that were 
featured at the Steel Pier to play a TV show on 
the West Coast the following day. Very rarely does 
an act fail to show up in time. Circus performers 
are real troupers and they will go through fire and 
water to make an engagement. Buster Haag, a co- 
trainer of Helen Haag’s chimpanzee act, drove a 
trailer night and day without stopping for sleep 
from ‘Mississippi to make an engagement on ‘We, 


The People.’”

CIRCUS TEMPERAMENT causes some trouble, 
Hamid admits. It’s hard to persuade a comedy act 
that 10 or 12 minutes is much longer on televisjon 
than it is in the fair grounds and to cut their act 
appropriately. 

“Once in a while someone will get overwhelmed 
with applause and try to push through his entire 
routine while: the director is frantically signaling 
him to get off. It doesn't happen often,” Hamid 
says. 

In general, though, the world’s youngest medium

Yet, beneath all this bright display, “Scaramouche” is a 
curiously empty film. If you can recall the character as played 
by Ramon Navarro in the 1923 version of the film directed 
by Rex Ingram, the character hac a certain ironic temper 
behind its gusto. Mr. Granger is all surface. The story has a 
background of the start of the French revolution, and Ingram’s 
film showed the social turmoil, the angry, ugly mob scenes, the 
passion, bitterness and savagery of the times. 

This politely sidesteps all that. The issues at stake, the 
new ideas churning the political air of France, are as nothing. 
It resolves into a personal’ quest for vengeance of Andre 
Moreau, .alias Scaramouche, against the Marquis de Maynes, 
who killed his best friend. Andre says he is not interested in 
revolution, and hasn’t obsetved that France is suffering. Lib- 
erty, Equality and Fraternity are only a few words casually 
mentioned in the script. The struggle for power in the Na- 
tional Assembly gets down to the childish question of whether 
the nobles can be prevented from killing off deputies for the 
Third Estate in duels. 

; It is almost as if the makers, M.-G.-M., decided to be strictly 
neutral in the French Revolution, to have no part of either 
side. It may have happened 160 years ago, but revolution it 
was, mighty ticklish, even dangerous, stuff to handle. Any 
* ideas on the subject of freedom might be perilous, it would 
almost seem, might get the studio investigated by a congres- 
sional committee or the film’s showings picketed by a patriotic 


organization. 


Nothing But Action 

“LYDIA BAILEY,” at the FOX, from Kenneth Roberts's

Vacation Tragedies

RE you driving toward an accident rather than your 
A tevorite vacation spot? Unless you take care of your own 

physical fitness, you may drive your family into tragedy 
instead of happiness. 

Sleep may slay you on the road. Fatigue and drowsiness 
ean be just as fatal. When tired, you lose ability to judge 
speed and distance. You react more slowly to emergencies. 

Frequent rest stops and other precautions can greatly 
reduce the summertime highway accident crop — accidents 
caused by a combination of fatigue and breakneck anxiety to 
reach vacation spots. 

The drowsy driver menaces himself, his passengers, and 
the other motorists. Only one per cent of all highway accidents 
result in fatalities. In cases where the driver falls asleep, 4.7 
per cent of accidents kill the driver or others.

RECKLESS SPEED SEEMS SILLY on a leisurely vacation. 
The hotel or camp will still be there tomorrow and the day, 
after. Why wear yourself out—and risk your neck—by hurry- 
ing? Better begin your easy-going vacation when you slide 
behind your auto’s wheel. 

The need for frequent coffee or soft drink stops to renew 
alertness is pointed up by figures compiled by the New York 
University Safety Center. The Center survey showed that a 
driver must make 50 decisions an hour—some of them instan- 
taneous—on congested trafficways. In extremely heavy traffic, 
“a driver is always less than a second away from an accident,” 
the Center reported. 

Continuous driving, like prolonged work of any kind, 
builds fatigue or drowsiness to a point that can be fatal. 
You can stop this vicious chain of events on your own trips 
by taking five or ten minutes évery couple of hours for a cup 
of strong coffee or a cola drink and a walk around. 

Coffee, incidentally, has at least twice as much stimulating 
caffeine as a bottle of soft drink. Caffeine pills or capsules 
aren’t as effective as rest stops and refreshment.

REST STOPS WILL PROTECT your life and limb and 
the lives of your loved ones. 

L. S. Harris, national highway traffic authority, suggests 
the following simple rules for safer summer motoring: 

Start your trip when rested, not after a hard day’s work 
when fatigue has already set in.

Make a coffee stop at least once every two hours; walk 
around to stretch your limbs. 

Engage in light conversation with the passengers. 

In case of doubt as to your own physical condition, pull off 
the road or go to a hotel and sleep. .

N the Culbertson point-count 
method we use the 4-3-2-1 count 
for valuation of high cards. 
This count has been chosen be- 
cause it is relatively the most 
simple and much the best known. 
The practical application of this 
count has been improved and 
simplified for high cards. For 
the valuation of low cards (dis- 
tributional values) a new method 
is used. . 
The High-Card Point Count. 
(The 4-3-2-1 Count.) 


The pack contains 40 points in 
high cards. An average hand is 
worth 10 points in high cards. 
(The words “high cards” as used 
here apply to the four top hon- 
ors only.) 

Correction Points. 


Add 1 point for all four aces 
in the hand. 

Deduct 1 point for a singleton 
king or queen-jack alone in a 
plain suit, i.e, any suit that is

These correction points apply 
to both trump and no-trump val- 
uation. 


The New Rule of 3 and 4. 
(For distributional points.) 


The high-card point-count table 
applies to both trump and no- 
trump bids. However, at the 
opening no-trump bids, only the 
high-card point-count ‘fable is 
used, At all trump bids, in addi- 
tion to the 4-3-2-1 count, a new 
method is used for valuihg low 
cards in the long suit, and ruffers 
(distributional values). The dis- 
tributional points, when added to 
the point value of high cards, 
give the exact, point count of a 
hand at any trump bid by the 
partnership. 

The Point Count for Opening 
Trump Bids. 

In addition to the points for 
high cards according to the scale 
above, count long suits as follows: 
Each trump over four equals 1 
point. Each card over three in 
each side suit equals 1 point.

"Kimono Rebellion’ in Japan

NEW YORK, June 27 (AP). 

APA-SAN is taking it on the 

chin Japan. “Honorable 

Father” is slowly losing his 
age-old power over Mama-San, 
or “Honorable Mother.” The 
theory of male dominance is 
setting in the land of the Rising 
Sun, just as it set in America 
a generation ago. 

Soon the hand. that rocks the 


‘ eradle will rule the roost in 


old Nippon, just as it now does 
in most of the Western world. 

The twilight of Far Eastern 
manhood was forecast in a re- 
cent dispatch from Futakawa 
village on the Japanese island 
of Honshu. 

The village elders there, bow- 
ing to changing times, voted 
that women were to have a 
holiday the fifteenth of each 
month, on which day men will 
wash, cook, and do all the.other 
household chores. 

In a lame justification of this 
retreat from traditional mascu- 
line authority, the eiders told 
the women they were expected 
to use their holidays to “ele- 
vate their cultural ae 
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BUT IF THEY really think 
Mama-San is going to spend 
her new leisure studying flower 
arrangements — well, they just 
don’t know Mama-San. 

] will lay these village wise 
men 3-to-1 that before the year 
is out Mama-San will be going 
into politics, organizing soft- 
ball teams, and learning to play 
canasta and blow smoke rings 
through her nose. 

The odds are heavy also that 
Mama-San will live up to an old 
Western proverb holding that 
if you give a woman an inch 
she will take a mile. 


“Why should we have a holi- 
day just once a month?” she 
will ask. “Let’s put our foot 
down, girls, and get a holiday 
evéry week, plus half a day off 
on Sunday.” 

And before long Papa-San 
will be doing the dishes and 
diapers in dear old Futakawa, 
while Mama-San runs for public 
office to oust the village elders 
who voted her the first holiday.

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JAPANESE MEN LOST the 
second World War abroad.

—Child Behavior 
Tonic Neck Reflex

6 ¢ "7 HE baby’s getting so one- 
T sided,”’ complained a young 
mother to the baby’s fath- 
er. “He wasn’t so bad at first, 
but now he lies that way all the 
time. Look at him, with his head 
over to one side and that arm all 
stretched out and his other arm 
crooked up in that funny way.” 
“And look! If I turn him over 
to his other side, then he does the 
same thing. Then the other arm 
stretches out and this cne curls 
up. And if I put his head even, 
so that he’s just flat on his back, 
it just flops over.” 
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THIS BABY is expressing one |: 


of the most clearcut and interest- 
ing behavior patterns of early in- 
fancy. A pattern called by the 
scientists the Tonic Neck Reflex. 

It is not necessary, for the baby’s 
welfare, for you to recognize this 
pattern, but it may be interesting 
for you to do so. 

The tonic neck reflex is a be- 
havior pattern exhibited by nearly 
all normal babies between the 
. ages of 4 and 16 weeks of age. If 
you turn the baby’s head, or if he 
turns it himself, to one side (say 
the right), then the arm on that 
side (the right arm) automatically 
stretches out to full length. The 
other (in this case the left) arm 
curls up so that the left fist is 
near the baby’s ear. The posture 
has been described by Dr. Gesell 
as a fencing attitude. 

oe wee 

THEN IF HE TURNS his head 
to the other side, the arms change 
and the left arm extends, the right 
arm curls up. 

Most babies prefer to lie some- 
what on their sides during the 
early weeks of life, and most 
show a distinct preference for 
either the right or the left side. 
Do not worry about this, and do 
not try too hard to get them to 
lie in other positions. 

They are, in this early position, 
expressing an early preference for 
one side or the other ‘which, in 
many, will continue throughout 
their lifetimes. 

Thus the child who prefers to 
lie on his right side and who then 
extends his right arm most of the 
time, may very likely turn out,

later, be right-handed. And 


the child who prefers his left side 
may very likely turn out to favor 
his left hand. 

This early behavior normally 
drops out around 16 or 20 weeks 
of life. It can reappear momen- 
tarily at later ages (even in some 
adults, as they, yawn and stretch). 
But if it continues too persistent- 
ly into the second half year of 
life, it can be a warning sign that 
the baby is not developing as he 
should. For normally around 20 
weeks of age most babies finally
